in 1939. 


Department 
spokesmen pointed 


out that the state's unemployment 
compensation fund as of last Jan 
11 contained $68,458,538.99, despite 
the 
withdrawal 
of $73,505,453 to 


benefits by nearly 900,000 idle work- 
ers from Feb. 1, 1938, to last Wed- 
nesday. 


The balance will be substantially 


increased within a fortnight, it was 
revealed, when an estimated $18- 
000,000 will be added to the fund by 
fourth quarter 1938 payments from 
140,000 Pennsylvania employers. 


According to current indications, 


.ipwards of $75,000,000 will be paid 
into the fund in 1939, when addi- 
tional payments will be disbursed.

BABY LOSES WEIGHT-IN 


FIRST WEEK OF LIFE 


Basing my observations on our ex- 


periences with the Quintuplets, I 
would like for the next few days, to 
give mothers some hints that I hope 
will prove helpful where there is a 
new-born babe in the household. 


. Of course I know that the Quints 
were premature—that is. they were 
born too soon—two months, before 
their time. Thus the care they re- 
ceived was different from that of a 
normal baby but 
illustrations of 


their experiences will prove helpful 
to all, I 
think. 
Certainly, 
they 


should be of some value in homes 
where a premature child has been 
born. 
! When your baby is born, he will 
likely weigh within a few ounces of 
seven pounds. 
That is about 
the 


weight of the 
average baby. Of 


course, heavier babies are quite com- 
mon; for instance I've helped many 
a ten-pounder into the world, and 
I even remember one baby that 
weighed 12 pounds. 


At the other end of the scale, I 


had the Quintuplets. On May 2r, 
1934, 
when they 
were born, we 


w-sighed 
them 
on 
rather 
crude 


scales, and together they weighed 
13 pounds, six ounces. When they 
were a week old, we got some accur- 
ate baby scales, and by that time 
they shrunk to ten pounds. Marie, 
the smallest, weighed just 24 ounces. 


It is a very important thing to 


keep an accurate record of 
the 


weight of your child. No other rec- 
ord you can keep will show so ac- 
curately how he is thriving. During 
the first year of life, this weighing 
is almost indispensable, but it will 
more than repay any mother to keep 
this record all through childhood. 


We weighed the Quintuplets every 


day for some time. 
It was neces- 


sary, we considered, because if there 
was the slighest failing in any of 
them we had to know it immediately 
lor none of them had the strength 
to put up much of a fight herself. 


~ After a few weeks, we weighed the 
children weekly. After ten months. 


their weight continued to increase 
so that at the end of one year each 
had gained more than a pound over 
her weight at ten months. 


With a normal child, the weight 


should be taken every week for six 
months, and at least once every two 
weeks for the ensuing six. After the 
first year, it is usually enough to 
weigh monthly. 


Mothers are often unduly upset 


when the baby loses weight during 
its first week of life. Now, this is 
quite natural, the average loss dur- 
ing that week being four to eight 
ounces. After this, your nomal child 
should gain four to eight 
ounces 


weekly until he is six months; from 
then on the gain is less, usually two 
to four ounces. 


Bottle-fed babies rarely gain as 


rapidly during the first few weeks 
as do those 
who are 
breast-fed. 


After that, however, gains are often 
quite normal. In fact, 
they 
are 


often more continuous during the 
latter half of the first year, for the 
child who has been nursing is almost 
sure to lose weight 
when he is 


weaned. 


Of course the bottle-feeder is slow 


at the beginning because the deli- 
cate digestive organs take time to 
accustom themselves to cow's milk. 
Until this is accomplished, stomach 
upsets may be frequent unless the 
formula is made quite weak.

Mr. Fox assured 
them that this is not so, and should 
they use opera glasses, and knew the 
various birds, they would discover 
that there were fox sparrows, juncos, 
titmice, white throated 
sparrows, 


and finch, in the number. 


In the summer time, our back 


yards are often visited by the Ameri- 
can Goldfinch, whose plumage is a 
bright yellow, with win?s of black. 
This striking bird of the summer 
days, will appear during winter in 
our yards, dressed in feathers of 
deepest brown. 


All these birds aforementioned, 


are great destroyers of injurious in- 
sect life, and when winter comes, 
and food is scarce, they are often 
found to flock together in a common 
family.
